Message from the Director 


“Museums are gathering places, places of discovery, places to find quiet, to contemplate 
and to be inspired. They are our collective memory, our chronicle of human creativity, 
our window on the natural and physical world.” 


From the Report on the Commission on Museums for a New Century. 


Contemporary life is, by definition, always in transition. However, never before 
in history have there been such rapid changes in economic and demographic trends, 
in the family, the workplace and education or in those traditional values that pro- 
vided the ballast for past generations. A sense of continuity is necessary to the 
human condition, and, perhaps it is these uncertain and impersonal times that impel 
so many of us to seek a degree of stability in our own lives. No where else but in 
the museums of our country can we better discover what we are and what we have 
been. 

In the nearly two hundred years since its founding, the Peabody Museum has 
grown from a few cases of curios to an institution of international reputation. The 
creation of a new Department of Asian Export Art and plans to construct a new 
facility to exhibit and interpret the superb collections of the Asian decorative arts 
represent another major step forward for the Museum. We begin this undertaking 
with our roots deep in the past but with our course directed to the future. 

On the eve of construction of our new Asian Export Art Wing, we should reflect 
upon those years that have passed since our founding. We should search out those 
distinguishing qualities that are the hallmark of our institution, guard them as pre- 
ciously as our most valuable artifacts, and ensure their preservation and continuity. 

This year has been a year of introspection, self-study, analysis, planning, and 
preparation for a new century. We have through the encouragement and support 
of a most generous donor, carried out systematic studies and evaluations of our 
organizational and financial management, plant and security operations, and exhibit 
programming. We face the construction and endowment of the Asian Export Art 
addition with zeal and are prepared for the changes it will bring. With sincere 
gratitude, we acknowledge all that has been so generously given thus far and with 
hope and confidence we will continue to seek the support of our members and 
friends. 

The following pages highlight some of the many activities of 1985, but there is 
one we wish to record not only for its own significance but also for the recognition 
it gives to the basic mission of the Museum—our collections. On October 21, the 
Museum received a visit from His Imperial Highness, Prince Naruhito, eldest son 
of the Crown Prince and Princess of Japan. Prince Naruhito was accompanied by 
officials of the Imperial household, the Japanese Embassy to Washington, and Con- 
sul General Sadakazu Taniguchi of Boston, whose help and guidance have provided 
the Museum with much gracious assistance. 
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The Prince enjoyed the many and varied exhibits of the Museum, but his primary 
interest was to visit our Japanese collections assembled by Edward S. Morse in the 
nineteenth century, which are recognized as a major cultural and historic resource 
throughout the world. His visit provides us with official recognition; thus, we are 
encouraged to continue our efforts to promote the Japanese collections and seek 
assistance to better preserve and present all of our collections as an important part 
of our mutual heritage. 

We hope that you, our members and friends, are finding in the Peabody Museum 
a place of quiet and contemplation, a place of discovery and a place to gain a deeper 
understanding and appreciation of your own heritage as well as of the cultures and 
contributions of much of the world beyond our New England shores.

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EXHIBITS 


Directly from China: Export Goods for the American Market, 1784-1930— 
February 28 


Christina Nelson, Curator of Decorative Arts at the St. Louis Art Museum, was 
guest curator of this exhibition which challenged conventional perceptions of the 
American China trade. Usually thought of as a Northeastern phenomenon, the im- 
pact of the China trade on the entire nation was revealed by objects from the South, 
Middle West, and California. The luxury goods of the trade—fine porcelains, silver, 
paintings, and furniture—were displayed in company with humbler objects such 
as straw matting, firecrackers, and toys which together with tea, spices, and textiles 
constituted the bulk of the trade. To counter the prevailing misconception that the 
trade died out shortly after the Opium Wars in 1842, objects were included dating 
from the early period of direct trade with China in the late eighteenth century and 
continuing through the late nineteenth century. In fact there was an increasing 
variety of goods available in the West. The exhibit, and the catalogue which was 
published in conjunction with it, were supported by a grant from the National 
Endowment for the Arts and a matching grant from friends of the Museum. 


The Ceramic Art of Masayuki Imai—March 21 


Contemporary Japanese potter Masayuki Imai is renowned in his homeland for 
his mastery of an exacting inlay technique known as zogan. A pattern is carved into 
leather-hard clay. Soft clay in a contrasting color is pressed into the carved area, 
and scraped until flush with the surface. The delicacy and elegance of surface dec- 
oration produced by this technique were striking in the pieces on view. Mr. Imai 
and his family traveled from Japan to attend the opening of the exhibition. The 
occasion provided the ideal opportunity to inaugurate the Friends of Edward Sylves- 
ter Morse, a group of Japanese and Americans dedicated to the arts and crafts of 
traditional Japan. This group has been brought together to assist in planning the 
eventual reinstallation of the Peabody Museum’s premier Japanese collection in a 
renovated Weld Hall. At the close of the exhibition Mr. Imai generously donated 
an example of his work to the Museum. 


Happy 200th Birthday, John James Audubon—April 8 


This special exhibition featured watercolors never before on view, including one 
of Audubon’s earliest, a snow bunting painted in 1809. A rare watercolor of birds 
in miniature contrasted with the twenty-eight double elephant folio Audubon prints 
by Lizars, Havell, and Bien. Viewers were able to examine the different printing 
techniques employed by comparing Havell’s copperplate with off-strike and prints 
of the same birds by different printers. The Massachusetts Audubon Society and 
the Boston Athenaeum generously loaned to this exhibit from their collections.

Selected Works of Richard Yee—May 9 


The work of photographer Richard Yee of North Andover has received wide 
acclaim. Yee won first place in the Boston Globe annual photo contest three con- 
secutive years (1955-1957) and he was the 1959 winner of the All-Army Photo 
contest. Again in three consecutive years (1963-1965) he won the Latimer award 
of the Boston Camera Club. In 1968 Yee was ranked second in a worldwide com- 
petition held by the Photographic Society of America. For this exhibition in the 
Mifflin Gallery, works were selected from Yee’s extensive portfolio to complement 
the permanent collections of the Museum in the areas of natural history, maritime 
history, and ethnology. Visitors enjoyed the sensitive and vivid images of local 
landscapes and shores and the remarkable studies of people and places in China. 
Mr. Yee generously offered fifty-two photographs from the exhibition for purchase 
at the Museum Shop with the proceeds allocated to the new Asian Export Art 
Wing. 


Yankee Traders and Indian Merchants, 1785-1865—June 23 


This exhibition is the Museum’s contribution to the nationwide Festival of India 
in 1985-1986. The purpose of the festival is to further Americans’ understanding 
and appreciation of Indian civilization through its art and culture. The year 1985 
also marked the two hundredth anniversary of direct relations, through trade, be- 
tween the United States and India. Members of the East India Marine Society who 
founded the Museum were heavily engaged in that trade and, consequently, we 
have an extraordinary collection which chronicles this earliest era of relations be- 
tween the two nations. In the early nineteenth century India goods were common 
in New England markets. Many people had friends or relatives who had visited 
India. According to one woman’s recollections of the period, ”. . . there was an 
Eastern flavor in Salem then.” Yankee Traders and Indian Merchants conveys this 
presence of India in early nineteenth-century New England through the portraits 
of Yankee traders and Indian merchants, paintings of vessels engaged in the trade, 
journals recording traders’ experiences in India, documents of business transactions, 
luxury goods which graced many homes, and curiosities brought especially for the 
East India Marine Society's Museum. 


Shopping in China: The Artisan Community at Canton, 1825-1830— 
September 1 


This small but delightful exhibit presented forty-eight gouache paintings that 
were executed at Canton between 1825 and 1830. Each depicts the interior of a 
shop and illustrates the whole range of goods and services available at Canton, 
from money changers and bankers to purveyors of food, clothing, and tobacco, 
and from lantern makers to boat builders. The exhibit is accompanied by a catalogue 
written by its curator, H. A. Crosby Forbes and published by the International 
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Exhibitions Foundation, the original organizer of the exhibition. The exhibit has 
traveled throughout the United States under the auspices of the China Trade 
Museum. 


The Mariners’ Votive Offerings in the Montenero Sanctuary, Leghorn, Italy— 
September 13 


The citizens of Livorno (Leghorn) organized this exhibit of one hundred examples 
of votive offerings from the sanctuary of Montenero. The paintings and ship models 
are offerings to the Virgin Mary, protector of mariners. They were given in gratitude 
and with devotion by sailors who had been delivered from the perils of a sudden 
storm, shipwreck, or collision at sea. The Peabody Museum of Salem was the only 
New England venue of the exhibit, which was provided through the courtesy of 
the Italian consulate in Philadelphia and the people of Livorno. 


1986 Massachusetts Waterfowl Stamp Competition and Exhibition— 
September 20 


For the fifth consecutive year, the Museum hosted the annual Massachusetts 
Waterfowl Stamp Competition and exhibited the entries from artists across the 
United States. The entries are paintings of waterfowl decoys carved by now-de- 
ceased Massachusetts craftsmen. The winning entry by Robert Piscatori will appear 
on next year’s revenue stamp required of all hunters by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Wildlife. 


After the Chinese Taste: China's Influence in America, 1730-1930— 
October 24 


This exhibition opened at the Annual Meeting and officially proclaimed the 
merger between the China Trade Museum and the Peabody Museum of Salem. The 
exhibit, which was conceived at the China Trade Museum, was a fitting expression 
of this joint venture into the establishment of the field of Asian export art. Ellen 
Paul Denker, guest curator of After the Chinese Taste, selected objects spanning two 
centuries which trace Chinese cultural influences on American decorative arts, ar- 
chitecture, and popular culture. The exhibit depicted the course of increasing contact 
and information which helped Americans better understand China and the Chinese. 
The objects exhibited ranged from eighteenth-century American furniture in the 
Chippendale style to early twentieth-century objects in the Art Deco style. The 
exhibition and accompanying catalogue were supported in part by a grant from 
the National Endowment for the Arts and by generous friends of the Museum. 


Four exhibits organized at the Peabody Museum of Salem, or at the China Trade 
Museum before the merger, traveled to other museums throughout the country

this year: The New England Fisheries: A Treasure Greater Than Gold at the New 
Bedford Whaling Museum, September 1985 to January 1986; Dogwatch and Liberty 
Days at Mariners’ Museum, Newport News, Virginia, January to March, at Mary- 
land Historical Society, Baltimore from March to May, and at South Street Seaport 
in New York City from October 1985 until March 1986; Highlights of the Peabody 
Museum's China Trade Decorative Art Collection at the Boston Museum of Science, 
June to December, in conjunction with that institution’s exhibition, China, 7000 
Years of Discovery; and Tradition of Splendor: Chinese Silver for the West, circulated 
by the International Exhibits Foundation, was seen at the Mississippi Museum of 
Art, the Museum of Art at the Rhode Island School of Design, the Sterling and 
Francine Clark Art Institute, the Oklahoma Museum of Art, the Columbia, S.C. 
Museums of Art and Science, and the St. Louis Art Museum. 

Japanese Smoking Accessories, an exhibit of netsuke, tobacco containers, pipes, 
pipe cases, and shop signs from the Museum’s collection was loaned to the U.S. 
Tobacco Museum in Greenwich, Connecticut, during September and October. The 
exhibit traveled to the Museum of Tobacco Art and History in Nashville, Tennessee, 
where it was seen from November through December. Japan a Hundred Years Ago, 
an exhibit of photographs from the Museum’s E. S. Morse collection which toured 
Japan under the auspices of Shogakukan Publishing Company, traveled to Hale 
Courtyard in Honolulu for the month of August as part of the Kanyaku Imin Cen- 
tennial, celebrating the arrival one hundred years earlier of the first Japanese contract 
laborers in Hawaii. Director Peter Fetchko and Mrs. Fetchko were the guests of 
honor at the opening festivities. 

In addition, numerous objects from the Museum’s permanent collections were 
loaned to many other institutions. The Metropolitan Museum of Art borrowed the 
extraordinarily detailed model of a Bengali marketplace for India!, the centerpiece 
exhibition of the 1985 nationwide Festival of India. Our sister institution, the 
Folk Museum of Ota-ku in Tokyo, borrowed examples of early Japanese ceramics 
from the Jomon period. The Museum loaned paintings, lithographs, and memora- 
bilia to Magnificent Voyagers, an exhibition at the National Museum of Natural 
History celebrating the history and accomplishments of the 1838 to 1842 USS. 
Exploring Expedition to the Pacific. Our painting of the U.S.S. Vincennes at Ant- 
arctica, attributed to Capt. Charles Wilkes, leader of the expedition, was the cover 
illustration for the exhibition catalogue. Other objects were on view at the National 
Geographic Society, the Historical Association of Southern Florida, the New Eng- 
land Aquarium, the Lowell Heritage State Park, the Museum of Our National Her- 
itage, the Maine Historical Preservation Commission, the General Foods Collection, 
the Commonwealth Museum, the Concord Antiquarian Museum, the Historical 
Society of Old Newbury, the Emerson Gallery of Hamilton College, Babson Col- 
lege, and the Katonah Gallery. .

ACCESSIONS 


Through the generosity of members and friends, the Museum was once again 
the recipient of many magnificent additions to its collections. 

An intriguing episode in the history of maritime Canada was given by Mr. and 
Mrs. Augustus P. Loring. Two maps and a letter reveal something of the early 
settlement of the Island of St. John (Prince Edward Island). The first map was hand- 
drawn by Samuel Holland, ca. 1767, in pen and ink with color wash. The second 
map, “improved from the late survey of Captain Holland,” was published eight 
years later on April 6, 1775. The letter, which was written by Joseph Frederick 
Wallet Des Barres on December 3, 1806, requested that the lines indicated on the 
Holland map be officially surveyed—evidence of the halting progress of boundary 
settlement. The Des Barres letter complements an earlier gift from the Lorings of 
the Atlantic Neptune charts, also by Des Barres. 

Three important examples of eighteenth-century silver by Boston makers were 
donated by the Saltonstall family, each bearing the Saltonstall family crest. A tan- 
kard, ca. 1700 by Jeremiah Dummer (1647-1718), is thought to have been made in 
honor of the second marriage of Elizabeth Saltonstall of Haverhill to “The Reverend” 
Rowland Cotton of Sandwich, ca. 1693. A second tankard was made between 1740 
and 1750 by Jacob Hurd (1702-1758). A cann (an eighteenth-century term for a 
drinking vessel) was made in the 1760s by Benjamin Burt. A second important 
addition to the silver collection was made by Mr. and Mrs. Sargent Bradlee with 
the gift of a pair of silver teaspoons made by Paul Revere of Boston, ca. 1775. The 
Saltonstall family also added to the Museum’s fine collection of ships’ figureheads 
with a lady in classical costume from an unidentified vessel. 

Once again, significant additions have been made to the painting collection by 
Francis Lee Higginson, Honorary Curator of Maritime History. Among these is a 
picture of the steamship Queen Mary, once a flagship of the Cunard Line, for a time 
a troop transport during World War II, and now in retirement as a tourist attraction 
in Long Beach, California. The painting was done by the well-known Canadian 
marine artist Jack L. Gray (1927-1981). Included in the gift were paintings by An- 
tonio Jacobsen and William H. Yorke. Our marine picture collection has been further 
augmented by a group of marine scenes of Gloucester and the North Shore by the 
artist A. W. Buhler (1853-1910). The oil paintings, watercolors, and sketches are 
the gift of the estate of Miss Dorothy Buhler, daughter of the artist. Mr. Higginson 
also gave some very interesting steamship memorabilia including two lanterns from 
the Queen Mary; the ship’s bell of the Lord Suffolk, a British steel-screw fishing 
vessel of the 1930s; a dinner service from the United States Line’s steamship United 
States, built in 1951, the last holder of the Blue Riband of the Atlantic; and two 
early nineteenth-century signal cannon, marked “COLONEL J. M. HADDEN 1805/ 
SURVEYOR GENERAL/ OF HIS/ MAJESTYS ORDNANCE.” The estate of 
Amelia Peabody also added to the collection of marine equipment with the gift of 
a ship’s strongbox. 
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The Museum has been made an important resource for the noted yacht designer 
K. Aage Nielsen (1904-1984), thanks to the generosity of family members Linda 
Nielsen Brown, Mrs. K. Aage Nielsen, and Jean Nielsen Berry, who have given a 
large collection of ship plans, design folders, correspondence, and photographs. 
Nielsen, who is perhaps best known for designing Holger Danske, winner of the 
1980 Bermuda Race, and Tioga, winner of the Una Cup Race of the New York 
Yacht Club, worked with famous New England yacht designers John Alden and 
Co. and Sparkman and Stephens. 

Nine etched copperplates for book illustrations by naval architect and maritime 
historian William A. Baker (1911-1981) were given by Mrs. Baker. Associated with 
the Francis Russell Hart Nautical Museum at M.I.T. for many years, Baker is best 
known for his reconstruction of the Pilgrim ship Mayflower, now at Plymouth, 
Massachusetts. 

Chinese and Japanese porcelains formed the largest group of donations to the 
Asian export art collection. Mr. and Mrs. Thomas H. Lurie gave a Chinese export 
porcelain plate with cityscape decoration, ca. 1735, in memory of Associate Curator 
William Sargent’s father, John L. Sargent. Mr. Francis Lee Higginson gave a group 
of Chinese and Japanese export porcelains including twenty-eight pieces decorated 
in the green Fitz Hugh pattern. Mrs. Sarah S. Schellens Boyd, in addition to two 
pieces of Chinese export porcelain, gave a large and important nineteenth-century 
standing rosewood screen with fifty-six porcelain inserts. Mr. and Mrs. Jack A. 
Bullard gave an important group of Chinese export porcelains, three of which were 
of the K’ang Hsi period (1664-1772). Mr. Ronald Bourgeault gave two Chinese 
export porcelain plates. The first, given to commemorate the merger of the Peabody 
Museum of Salem and the China Trade Museum, bears the initials of John Amory 
of Boston and dates from ca. 1790-1810. The second, ca. 1841, has an unusual 
orange and gilt decoration of birds, rockwork, and plants. 

Mr. and Mrs. Morton H. Palmer gave a very important group of porcelains, 
many of which, including a splendid partial dinner service with blue Fitz Hugh 
decoration, belonged to the Pickman family of Salem. Included in the Palmer gift 
was a handsome eighteenth-century punch bowl with hunt scenes. Mrs. Barbara 
M. Marshall's gift of a Chinese export porcelain ewer with cover was an especially 
welcome addition to the collection since the ewer’s design is based on a late eigh- 
teenth-century neo-classical silver form, an example of which the Peabody Museum 
already owns. 

The collection received a magnificent example of Japanese export silver from the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, through the courtesy of Mr. George R. Hall, Manager 
of Corporate Support Programs. This is a large dragon-encircled punch bowl twenty 
inches in height on a lacquered wood stand. The bowl was presented about 1905 
by the Chinese government to Charles M. Schwab, founder of Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation. 
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Several important additions to the Asian export art collection were purchased 
with funds donated anonymously. Received in this manner was a magnificent 
Chinese export carved ivory slant-front desk with dressing mirror. Every surface 
is intricately carved with landscape scenes or flowering vines, except for the writing 
surface which is incised with a lozenge pattern. A second purchase made possible 
by anonymous donors was an exquisite eighteenth-century black and gilt lacquer 
jewel box with carved ivory compartments lined with yellow silk. This box is 
unusual in having painted figural scenes of very high quality on the top and in 
shaped reserves around the sides. Another purchase made possible by an anony- 
mous donation was a Chinese export silver teapot with repoussé floral decoration 
in panels on the sides—the first such item to appear on the market with full and 
correct London hallmarks, these being the marks of Andrew Fogelberg, dated 1774. 

In addition to these gifts we are delighted to report that Dr. John Q. Feller, 
Honorary Curator of Chinese Export Porcelain, placed on deposit with the Museum 
a splendid collection of one hundred thirty Chinese export porcelains, none of which 
is duplicated in the current collection. 

The most significant growth in the ethnology collection was in the areas of the 
Pacific and Asia. A long-sought group of objects from the 1929 Crane Expedition 
to New Guinea was acquired with funds made available by the Hurdle Hill Foun- 
dation. The objects were collected by Dr. Karl P. Schmidt, a herpetologist, and 
Scientific Director on the Crane Pacific Expedition sent by the Field Museum of 
Natural History. The expedition left Boston in 1929, led by Cornelius Crane, aboard 
the brigantine yacht Illyria and continued on to the Galapagos, New Hebrides, the 
Solomon Islands, and New Guinea. Ethnological artifacts, such as those from the 
Schmidt collection, are among the earliest extant examples from the Upper Sepik 
River area of New Guinea. As in past years, a large number of additions to the 
Pacific collection have been made through the generosity of Dr. D. Carleton Gaj- 
dusek. The items include sculpture, personal accessories, and weapons primarily 
from the Asmat peoples of the southwestern coast of New Guinea. These objects, 
documented in painstaking detail by field notes and still and cinema photography, 
will be an increasingly important resource to anthropologists and curators in the 
future. Other gifts from New Guinea include a carved wood bowl, collected from 
the Boroi River area of the north coast of Papua, given by Mrs. Fanny Dale. 

Elsewhere from the Pacific rim, we were given an Indonesian betja, or bicycle 
taxi, from Djarkarta, Indonesia, by Mr. Gordon Heyward. Mr. Lamont Griswold 
gave a fine small collection of Philippine artifacts collected during work in the Davao 
area in the 1930s. 

Growth in the Asian collection, particularly Japan, was also significant. A very 
special present came from our “sister” museum there, the Folk Museum of Ota-ku 
in Tokyo. In recognition of this recently established relationship, the Folk Museum 
of Ota-ku presented the Peabody Museum of Salem with a pair of wooden nori-

geta, or “sea-weed” shoes, used in the traditional cultivation of seaweed for food. 
The stiltlike shoes, with attached weights to keep them submerged, were used to 
wade into tidewater areas to tend special nets on which the seaweed was cultured. 
Nori-geta have become obsolete in recent years because of the introduction of mod- 
ern aquacultural techniques. In a reciprocal gesture, the Peabody placed on loan to 
the Museum of Ota-ku a series of ceramic fragments excavated near that district 
by Edward Sylvester Morse, our third director, who is widely recognized as the 
founder of Japanese archaeology. , 

One of the most unusual gifts of the past year was a six-foot Shinto shrine, 
originally located in Yokosuka, Japan, from the Mystic Seaport Museum. Also from 
the Mystic Seaport Museum came a bronze Japanese bell. Mr. and Mrs. John E. 
Thayer III gave a Shinto household shrine dedicated to the god Ebisu dating from 
the early twentieth century. The shrine was given in memory of Mrs. Thayer's 
parents, Takeji and Takino Fukuhara. Mrs. Chieko Conrad gave an ivory netsuke 
depicting a sennin (ascetic). Mr. Charles Iverson gave a triptych woodblock print; 
and Mrs. Phyllis Morton gave an extraordinary ivory carving, or okimono, depicting 
a carp swimming upstream. 

A spectacular tent from North Africa was given by Mrs. Francis Ely Waterman. 
The tent, boldly decorated in brightly colored cotton appliqué, is thought to have 
been used by an Arab general between 1900 and 1930. 

The natural history collection acquired a fine hand-colored lithograph of a 
Chinese ring-necked pheasant by John Gould and Richard Bowdler Sharpe. The 
acquisition was made possible by funds given in memory of Dorothy Eastman 
Snyder (1894-1984) who was Curator of Natural History from 1949 until 1969. 
This print is based on Gould’s drawing of the pheasant in China during the third 
quarter of the nineteenth century. It was published in The Birds of Asia a decade 
before ring-necked pheasants were introduced to North America. Today this Asian 
export is a common Essex County bird. 

Mrs. Stuart Harris donated her husband’s wildflower drawings, published in 
Mountain Flowers of New England, a favorite book among White Mountain enthu- 
siasts, and drawings published by the Appalachia Mountain Club from 1943 to 
1947. Stuart Harris’s book, The Flora of Essex County, was published by the Museum 
in 1975. His drawings are an important addition to his natural history notes already 
in the Museum archive. 

Francis Lee Higginson gave the Museum ten excellent natural history prints. 
Four have been put on exhibit: an 1832 Audubon print of the black-throated blue 
warbler, and three Robert Verity Clem prints of Canada geese, pintail ducks, and 
black ducks. The other prints included five Audubons by Bien, and a Clem print of 
whistling swans. Mr. and Mrs. Ralph B. Williams continued to add to the Ralph B. 
Williams III Collection of Federal Duck Stamp prints and stamps. This year they 
also gave the Museum three framed prints that were very dear to them: the 1959 
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Labrador Retriever by Reese, the 1964 Nene Geese by Sterns, and the 1973 Steller’s 
Eiders by LeBlanc. Artist Randy Julius donated his 1985 Massachusetts Waterfowl 
Stamp print of the Lincoln ruddy duck, and Dorothy Addams Brown gave the 
Museum an original framed print, “Nine-banded Armadillo” by John Woodhouse 
Audubon, 1848. Mrs. Florence Carone gave the Museum fifty-two bird mounts, 
egg collections, and wooden cases built by her father, Charles Truman Stevens. Mr. 
Stevens collected these birds between 1870 and 1918 in the area where Salem 
Hospital now stands. The gift was made in Mr. Stevens’ memory. The decoy col- 
lection continues to grow with gifts of a Joe Lincoln flat coot or scoter from Jackson 
Parker and two scoter decoys from Cape Ann given by Mrs. George Parker. 

The library received a very important collection of books on maritime history 
from the estate of Frank Watson. John R. Dugger gave twenty-one reels of microfilm 
of the United States Coast Guard maritime casualty reports, from 1913 to 1930. 
Other gifts came from Sandra W. Bamford, Mrs. Daniel Low, Francis Lee Higginson, 
and Archibald R. Lewis; a fine collection of books on knots was given by Ann E. 
Penner. 

Jane Phillips gave a subscription to the foremost carpet and textile journal, Hali, 
and generously donated all the back issues as well, so that the holdings of this 
periodical will be complete. Dorothy Addams Brown gave a collection of linguistics 
books, primarily on the languages of Southeast Asia. The library was fortunate to 
receive John Kieran’s notes, manuscripts, correspondence, and publications on Cape 
Ann natural history from 1959 to 1970, a gift of Mrs. Kieran. A gift from Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas H. Lurie, in memory of John L. Sargent, allowed the library to purchase 
a number of volumes on China trade porcelain. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS 


The Museum's permanent collections, special exhibits, and its support and re- 
search facilities were interpreted through a variety of educational programs for 
adults, families, and children, involving nearly 20,000 Museum visitors. 

Offerings in the adult education program included such diverse courses as “Eu- 
Nature in Winter, 
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ropean Maritime History, Collecting Chinese Export Por- 
celain,” and “The Living Landscapes.” The popular Speaker of the Month series, in 
which staff and guest lecturers present current research, included lectures on African 
natural history, Edward Sylvester Morse’s work in Japan, and underwater archae- 
ology in Turkey. Monthly gallery talks accompanied all new exhibits and also 
included tours of the Photography Department, Conservation Laboratories, and 
Phillips Library. Day trips to other museums, natural areas, and historic sites ex- 
panded adults’ views of the museum world. Of particular interest were two trips 
featuring China—the exhibit China: 7000 Years of Discovery at the Boston Museum 


of Science, and “China Trade in Salem,” a look at local museums and historical sites. 
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The calendar of adult programs was rounded out with several special events. 
Lectures on turtle species marked the one hundredth anniversary of the acquisition 
of the Museum’s leatherback turtle, while lectures on John James Audubon honored 
the two hundredth anniversary of his birth. Music, lights, and Japanese food and 
drink transformed the Museum’s gardens and grounds into a summer Japanese Beer 
Garden. A winter tea-tasting program gave members and guests a chance to learn 
about Chinese teas past and present. 

Through courses, concerts, and classes children and their parents participated in 
a variety of educational experiences. For preschoolers the Museum offered a Dis- 
covery Days Course. Older children played gallery games and attended classes in 
natural history during school vacations. Students, from preschool through college, 
visited the Museum for special classes. These object-oriented programs ranged in 
subject matter from Yankee whaling to Essex County mammals to traditional Jap- 
anese life. Museum education staff also visited schools presenting classroom and 
assembly programs on such subjects as snow, music of the sea, and American In- 
dians. Saturday family programs featured American holidays such as Halloween 
with “Cats, Bats and Owls,” foreign holidays with a celebration of Japan’s Dolls 
Day, and other thematic programs related to the collections and special exhibits. 
Families were entertained with concerts of music, dance, and folklore. 

A new collaborative project involving first, second, and third graders from seven 
area school districts began in the fall. Known as “Science Everywhere” the program 
brings children to the Peabody Museum and Essex Institute to study topics in 
natural, physical, and earth sciences. The program was designed to help teachers 
integrate classroom science with visits to cultural and natural resources. The on- 
going “New England Voyagers” project, an interdisciplinary program in which 
museum visits inspire creativity in the arts and humanities, and the “North Shore 
Heritage” project in maritime history, brought students from Reading and the Salem 
area to the Museum. All three collaborative projects have been partially funded by 
a grant from the Massachusetts Council for the Arts and Humanities Cultural Re- 
sources Program. 


COLLECTIONS MANAGEMENT 


Through a grant from the National Endowment for the Arts, the Asian Export 
Art and Ethnology departments continued the inventory of the Asian collections. 
In the inventory process each object is photographed, placed in improved storage, 
and each catalogue entry is verified. At the close of this year roughly 10,000 objects 
from China, Korea, Thailand, Burma, Vietnam, Laos, Cambodia, Tibet, Bhutan, For- 
mosa, and Mongolia had been processed. In 1986 the collections that came to the 
Museum as a result of the merger will also be inventoried through a supplementary 
grant from the National Endowment for the Arts. 
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In the Natural History Department the entire decoy collection was reviewed and 
the catalogue updated by volunteer Jackson Parker. Virginia Lyke began to inven- 
tory the print and painting collection, noting conservation needs and interleafing 
and wrapping collections with acid-free paper. 

Through a grant from Shogakukan Publishing Company, Ltd. of Japan, the Phil- 
lips Library was able to complete the processing of the papers of Edward Sylvester 
Morse, the Museum’s third director. Archivist Jessica Goldzweig joined the Mu- 
seum for the period of the grant to process the material: sixty linear shelf feet of 
documents with invaluable information on late nineteenth-century museology and 
on the Museum’s incomparable collections of Japanese material culture. A number 
of scholars from Japan and this country have already made use of the newly or- 
ganized Morse papers. 

Nineteen eighty-five was also the first full year of operation for the Conservation 
Department in the new facilities of the Alexander Orr Vietor Conservation Lab- 
oratory. In the facility, the treatment of the Museum’s collections reached a new 
high level, in numbers of objects treated and techniques employed. Japanese wood- 
block prints and paintings collected by Capt. James Devereux in 1799 during one 
of the earliest American trading voyages to Japan were conserved. This work was 
supported in part by a grant from the Massachusetts Council for the Arts Historic 
Conservation Program. Treatment of the Marine Department silver collection was 
completed. Also, in conjunction with the processing of the E. S. Morse papers in 
the Phillips Library, several dozen manuscripts and documents were cleaned, de- 
acidified, and mended. Thanks to an Institute for Museum Services Conservation 
Project Grant, the Conservation Department was able to add Pam Peterson, a paper 
conservator, to its staff to prepare works on paper for exhibition in the new Asian 
Export Art Wing. 


OTAPE AC HIV ETTES 


In addition to their curatorial and departmental responsibilities, members of the 
Museum staff have been active throughout the year within their professional so- 
cieties, presenting lectures at other institutions, contributing to scholarly publica- 
tions, and advancing their academic standing. Such professional development, il- 
lustrated by the examples that follow, are encouraged by the Museum. 

William Sargent, Associate Curator of Asian Export Art, was invited to present 
his popular lecture series, “Collecting Chinese Export Porcelain,” to the Orange 
County, California, Ceramic Circle and to the Detroit Art Institute. H. A. Crosby 
Forbes, Curator of that department, lectured on Chinese export silver at the Museum 
of Art of the Rhode Island School of Design and the Francine and Sterling Clark 
Art Institute in Williamstown, Massachusetts. Mary Malloy of the Education De- 


pa) 


partment presented a paper to the Native American Art Studies Association on the 
East India Marine Society's collection of Northwest Coast Indian art. Rob Moir, 
Curator of the Natural History Department, lectured on tidepools to the National 
Marine Educators Association in Williamsburg, Virginia, and to the Huntsman Ma- 
rine Laboratory in St. Andrews, New Brunswick. Director Peter Fetchko and Re- 
search Fellow Jack Thayer presented papers on aspects of the Museum's Japanese 
collection to the North American Society for Oceanic History. Their papers will 
appear in a 1986 issue of The American Neptune. 

Rob Moir, Curator of the Natural History Department, was elected president of 
the Gulf of Maine Marine Education Association and a director of the National 
Marine Educators Association. Jack Thayer, Research Fellow in Japanese Arts and 
Crafts, served as Executive Vice-President of the Japan Society of Boston. Curator 
of the Asian Export Art Department H. A. Crosby Forbes was appointed a trustee 
of the American Ceramic Circle. Gregor Trinkaus-Randall, Archivist and Librarian, 
was elected program chair of the Society of American Archivists’ Conservation 
Section. 

Two staff members, W. Stuart Morgan III, newly appointed Curatorial Assistant 
in the Maritime History Department, and Mary Malloy, Programs Director of the 
Education Department, completed their master’s degrees this year. Stuart’s degree 
is in maritime history and underwater research from East Carolina University, and 
Mary’s is in American studies from Boston College. Susan S. Bean, Curator of the 
Ethnology Department, was appointed Visiting Associate Professor in the Anthro- 
pology Department at Brown University for the 1985-1986 academic year. Paul 
Johnston, Curator of Maritime History, spent six weeks at the Bodrum Museum of 
Underwater Archaeology in Turkey, under a special award from the International 
Partnerships Among Museums program, sponsored by AAM/ICOM and funded 
by the United States Information Agency. 

Ship and Boat Models in Ancient Greece by Paul Johnston was published by the 
Naval Institute Press. The book enables Paul’s important doctoral research on an- 
cient ship models to become available to a wider public. Archibald R. Lewis, Editor 
of The American Neptune, co-authored with Timothy Runyan European Naval and 
Maritime History, A.D. 300-1500, which was published by Indiana University Press. 
Conservator William Phippen and Archivist Gregor Trinkaus-Randall collaborated 
on an article, “Conservation at the Peabody Museum,” for Conservation Adminis- 
tration News, and John Grimes, Associate Curator of Ethnology, published an anal- 
ysis of stone tool types present at Bull Brook, an important paleo-Indian site in 
Ipswich.

This late eighteenth-century Chinese export jewel box combines the skills of the finest 
Cantonese lacquer workers, ivory carvers and painters. A delicate overall gilt grapevine 
pattern on a black lacquer background frames a central painting on the cover of Chinese 
courtly figures in a richly decorated hall. Shaped reserves around the sides display ad- 
ditional handsomely costumed figures. Interior compartments have ivory dividers and 
carved ivory covers each with a knob carved in the form of a fruit native to South 
China. The compartment interiors are lined with the original Chinese yellow silk.

This extremely rare Chinese export slant-top desk with mirror on a stand was 
made at Canton during the first half of the eighteenth-century and is based 
on English models of the 1730s. The carving, which completely covers the 
exterior of the piece, provides ample evidence of the remarkable skill of Can- 
tonese ivory carvers. Figure and landscape scenes decorate the exterior of the 
desk; a lozenge pattern is incised into the interior writing surface. The cabriole 
legs display dragon masks at the knees and terminate in claw and ball feet.

Mask (left) and painted ceramic vessel (below) from the Sepik 
River area of New Guinea. These two objects are part of 
the Karl P. Schmidt Collection, which the Museum has ac- 
quired through the generosity of the Hurdle Hill Foundation. 
Dr. Schmidt was herpetologist and scientific director on the 
Crane Pacific expedition, which left Boston in 1929. The 
artifacts represent some of the earliest collected from the 
middle reaches of the Sepik River and are an important ad- 
dition to the Museum's growing Sepik collection, one of the 
major high art producing areas of New Guinea.

SUPPORT AND REVENUE 


During 1985, the Peabody Museum recorded a total of $2,183,209 in support 
and revenues, surpassing the previous year’s record. Grants, contributions, including 
the Annual Appeal, and proceeds from benefits provided $529,926 for general 
operations. A variety of other restricted activities such as those created and ad- 
ministered by the Department of Education, special exhibits, continuations of in- 
ventorying and cataloguing projects and the acquisition and conservation of arti- 
facts were funded by an additional $87,735 in grants and contract awards from 
both private and public sources. 

Through the generosity of Trustees and other benefactors, gifts and pledges to 
the capital campaign for the construction of the new Asian Export Art Wing and 
for additions to the Museum’s general endowment funds totalled approximately 
$5.5 million. Actual receipts during the year in support of this major expansion 
totalled $1,069,578. Gifts for construction will be reflected as plant expenditures 
as work commences and progresses in 1986. Beyond the campaign itself, $121,798 
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in bequests were also received, the income from which is critical in meeting current 
and future operational needs. 

In recognition of the excellence of its programs, the Peabody Museum was again 
honored to receive unrestricted grants and awards in the total amount of $141,250 
from the Massachusetts Council on the Arts and Humanities and the Institute of 
Museum Services, Washington, D.C. 

The Trustees and staff of the Museum are deeply grateful to the hundreds of 
individuals, private foundations and charitable trusts, funding agencies and cor- 
porations that supported its programs in 1985. Regrettably, it is not possible in 
this report to acknowledge individually all of those who gave so generously in 
time, talent and treasure. A special expression of appreciation, however, is extended 
to the following who helped the Museum achieve record accomplishments: Trustees 
and other members of the East India Marine Associates, Charles Ulrick and Josephine 
Bay Foundation, Emhart Corporation, George H. and Jane A. Mifflin Memorial Fund, 
Frank C. and Christel W. Nichols Charity Fund, Plumsock Fund, Salem Marine 
Society, Sagamore Foundation, Edward A. Taft Trust, Clara Winthrop Trust and 
the National Endowment for the Arts. 


MEMBERSHIP AND ADMISSIONS 


Although Museum memberships reflected only a slight change over the previous 
year, a significantly larger number of members increased their level of support. It 
was particularly encouraging to welcome many former members of the China Trade 
Museum into the Peabody Museum “family.” In order to increase membership in 
all categories, and provide special orientation and other activities for members, a 
position of Membership Coordinator was established. During the months ahead, 
efforts will be concentrated on bringing the Peabody Museum and its rich and 
varied programs to the attention of new residents of the North Shore and sur- 
rounding areas. All members are encouraged to join us in introducing the Museum 
to neighbors and friends and to point out the pleasures and benefits of membership. 
With records now fully computerized, it is hoped that recruitment and upgrading 
of goals will be realized during the year ahead. 

In January 1985, the Register was introduced, providing members with essential 
course and program information, highlights of significant accessions and introduc- 
tions to new exhibits. By calling attention to such a wide variety of activities, the 
Register serves as an expression of the Museum’s purpose and acquaints members, 
colleagues and the media with the ideas and efforts which sustain the Museum’s 
tradition of excellence. 

Overall attendance again declined to 80,265, a 4 percent drop from the 1984 
figure of 83,694. At the same time, there was a modest increase in off-season at- 
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tendance as well as significant recovery in school attendance, the latter due to 
increased educational programming. Set against these developments was a sobering 
downturn in summer tourism in our area, which in 1985 was at its lowest level in 
a decade. Principal factors for this loss of visitors are thought to be the virtual 
disappearance of Canadian tourism, a lack of coordinated regional and local mar- 
keting efforts and a variety of local access issues. Efforts by the Peabody Museum, 
other Salem attractions and elements of the business community to develop effective 
information and marketing programs are underway, but are proceeding slowly.

TREASURER’S REPORT 


It is my pleasure to present a Treasurer's Report of the financial condition and 
operations of the Peabody Museum of Salem for the calendar year ended December 
31, 1985. The financial statements which follow are audited by Coopers & Lybrand, 
Certified Public Accountants, Boston, Massachusetts. 

In 1985, as in 1984, the major financial events were the financial effects of the 
merger with the China Trade Museum, and the planning and fund-raising for the 
new Asian Export Art wing. The Museum ended 1985 in essentially a break-even 
operating position. The excess of support and revenue over expenses in the current 
unrestricted fund was $11,573, compared to a deficiency of $66,126 in 1984. The 
Museum has committed to a $5,113,440 construction contract to build the new 
wing. Total project costs are in excess of $11 million. The Museum has received 
construction contributions of $2,785,554, designated endowment of $2,082,415, 
and has pledges for construction of $199,000 at the end of 1985. 

The Museum has benefitted in 1985 from outstanding work by paid staff and 
professionals. ] extend my thanks to Lillian Maury, business manager of the Mu- 
seum, and to Kevin Foley, partner, and Laura Cadematori of Coopers & Lybrand. 
Special thanks go to the Museum’s Treasurer during this period, Jonathan B. Loring.

Bequests to the Peabody Museum of Salem 


Nearly a century and a half ago, the first bequests helping to ensure a rich and 
long life for the Peabody Museum were written. 


NATHANIEL BOWDITCH, born at Salem March 26, 1773, died at Boston March 
16, 1838. Ship Captain, Merchant, Mathematician, and Insurance Executive. 


Excerpt from will: 


“Item Whereas the Salem East India Marine Society of which I was formerly Pres- 
ident, and in which I have always felt a deep interest is an institution highly cred- 
itable to the Commonwealth, possessing a Museum of a very rare and peculiar 
character, collected from distant countries and affording a proof alike of the enter- 
prize and taste and liberality of such of the citizens of Salem as have followed the 
seafaring life, ] do now give to that institution the sum of one thousand dollars the 
income thereof to be forever applied to the promoting of the objects for which it 
was established. . . .” 


For many decades, income from these and other bequests and endowment funds 
were adequate to support the major share of the operating costs of the Museum. 
Today, they provide less than one-third of these necessary day-to-day expenses.
